on a luminous July Tuesday, 
it’s thundering inside Florida 
Championship Wrestling’s state 
of-the-art training facility, where 50 
Superstar hopefuls line the ropes 
of the building’s three adjacent 
rings. Situated a few miles from 
downtown Tampa, FL, FCW plays 
host to highfliers, submission spe 
cialists, muscled big men, fresh 
recruits, seasoned indie circuit 
vets and dazzling would-be Divas. 
They’ve journeyed from Canada, 
Mexico, Europe and every corner 
of the contiguous 48 to train here 
at WWE's official minor league 
feeder school. Having left behind 
jobs, spouses and children, each 
now takes turns slamming the 
mats, climbing the ropes and prac- 
ticing moves. School is in session; 
Superstar training school, that 
is. “We’re all under contract with 
WWE, and we're here to develop 
wrestling skills, mic skills, our 
personalities, something market- 
able,” says Jay Bradley, one of the 
well-traveled big men in the ring, 
between heaving breaths. 
Sheamus O’Shaunessy, a 
mass of imported Irish muscle 
and white skin crowned by 
spiked red hair, takes a 
turn smacking himself 
off the mat, and leaps 
up to the ropes, a tor- 
rent of sweat gushing 
down his refrigerator- 
sized torso. There’s no 
audience watching, no 
glory to be had, but like 
everyone else at FCW, 
O’Shaunessy has his 
eyes on the prize. “A 
year from now | hope to 
be up there on the main 
roster kicking ass,” he says. 
Some former FCW students, 
such as Ted DiBiase, Kofi Kingston 
and Natalya Neidhart, have already 
moved up to the big-time. The rest 
burnish their craft and wait, hop- 
ing to stand next in line for a shot. 


Students receive regular progress 
reports—and not everyone makes 
the cut. Others, like Tyrone Jones, 
are tantalizingly close to realizing 
their dreams. “I got the call to go 
up to Raw this past week,” he 
says in a tone that one day might 
easily fill the rafters of an arena. 
While he hasn't made it onto TV 
yet, he’s scored a firsthand look at 
life at the top. “I’m ready for when- 
ever it’s time to go. It makes me 


hungry—way more hungry.” 
WWE Superstars are blessed 
with fantastic physiques, the 
ability to perform gravity-defying 
feats, and more magnetism than 
the Bermuda Triangle. And they 


have the gift, an innate quality 
that makes the WWE Universe go 
mad. But securing an opportunity 
to showcase that gift in front of 
the cameras takes years of hard 
work, a pinch of luck and lots of 
polish. The best of the best now 
end up at FCW for no-BS train- 
ing. Monday through Friday, the 
next generation arrives at 9 a.m. 
with gallon jugs of ice water for 
stretching followed by in-ring 
work at 10 a.m. Then it’s a full 
day of working moves, match- 
es, psychology and on-camera 
promo skills, all with the best 
trainers in the business. 

On Tuesday nights, students 
have matches at Bourbon 
Street, a bar 45 minutes away 
in New Port Richey that draws 


fans of all ages. It's a long 
work-week by anyone’s stan- 
dards. “You work out two or 
three times a day just to keep 
your physique, your endurance,” 
says Brianna Bella, half of the Bella 
Twins, an aspiring Diva tandem. 
Students have the weekend off, 
unless of course they're perform- 
ing at a show somewhere in the 
Sunshine State. 

WWE officially opened FCW's 
training facility in November 2007. 
Formerly a BJ’s Wholesale Club— 
FCW boasts 10,000 square feet 
of space, including its giant, open

A fourth 
ring sits in an adjacent supersized 
room set up for shooting FCW 
matches in front of a live studio 
audience and local statewide 
broadcast. On Thursday evenings 
during filming, the Superstars- 
to-be enter the venue through a 
piece of company history, the old 
steel girder entrance once used 
on ECW. Two story-tall posters 
from pay-per-views past line the 
walls with menacing oversized 
images of the current generation 
of Superstars glaring down at the 
ring—constant reminders to up- 
and-comers of the legacy they 
must live up to. 

“WWE needs to know what 
their guys are doing and if they're 
doing it the way we want them 


them for things as deep as 
being self-employed, paying 
taxes, picking up after your- 
self in the dressing room, and 
being responsible for yourself,” 
says Keirn. “Bottom line, we’re 
looking for good people.” As part 
of that mission, FCW frequently 
holds fundraiser events to aid 
charities in the Tampa com- 
munity. It’s all part of cultivat- 
ing a championship mentality 
among students. 

“I tell the guys, if you ever 
stop learning, or you ever 
have the perfect match, then you 
might as well retire, because the 
perfect match doesn't exist,” says 
Kidman. But the most important 
thing the coaches look for at 
FCW is attitude. “Attitude means 
everything,” says Prichard. “You 
don’t always get the breaks 
you think you deserve, but all 
of a sudden you look back and

over big. Others don’t. But at 
the end of the night, everyone joins 
together again to disassemble the 
ring and store it away for another 
round of action a week later. The 
next day, weary but eager, FCW 
wrestlers are back in the gym at 9 
a.m. to stretch and warm up, and 
then in between the ropes to run 
more drills, just like they do 
every weekday—giving their 
hearts to the one thing they 
love more than anything else 
in life: the ring. They hope that 
their hard work will be worth it, 
that maybe one day they, too, will 
be immortalized in posters over- 
looking the FCW ring, living the 
lives of bona-fide Superstars, living 
the dream. &

BRANCH PULL-UPS PRAKESWINGS 


Shake the stragglers from the low branch- 
es by way of a few pull-ups. Choose a 
sturdy branch, extend your arms above 
your head and grab, making sure your 
palms are facing away from your body. 
Without swinging your legs for assistance, 
pull yourself up until your chin is over

| remember we were heading to 
the ring, and one of the fans rec- 
ognized us because we’d been 
used as extra talent, and yelled, 
“Hey, Hardy losers! Who's beat- 
ing you tonight?” Then we got 

in the ring and had our match, 
and we actually won with our old 
finisher, the Event Omega. It was 
one of those cool moments when 
we thought, “It looks like WWE is 
going to do something with us.” 


Did it feel like a real debut? 

In some ways it did; we were actu- 
ally being taken seriously, But it 
wasn't very far from what we'd 
done previously. It’s just that there 
was a different outcome. Usually in 
a debut, a Superstar will have a lot 
of buildup; we didn’t have that. 


In your veteran opinion, 

what’s changed the most 
about WWE since those days? 
So much has changed. For one 
thing, there’s more pressure for 
new guys to perform because the 
standard has gotten so high. | don’t 
think the pressure was as tough 
back in our day. And as far as 
changes go, | think the veterans are 
a lot more willing to help the rookies. 


How has Matt Hardy changed 
in the past 10 years?
